THE INQUEST ON

OBITUARY. 


THE REV. D. McC. McFERRAN. 

We regret io announce the death of the Rev. 
David McClave McFerran, which occurred on 
the 17th inst. at the Vicarage, Grange, Porta- 
down. He was educated at Trinity College, 
Dublin (B.A. 1878, Divinity Testimonium 1880, 
M.A. 1883, B.D. 1891), and was ordained in the 
year 1880. He officiated as Curate at Drumcree, 
and afterwards of Clones, Co. Monaghan, until

Bee 
of an original gravity less than 10.56° must not 
be sold in a public bar at more than 4d. per 
imperial pint, and that of an original gravity 
not exceeding 10.42° and not less than 10.356° at 
more than 5d. per imperial pint. Barrels oi 
casks, before leaving a brewery, must have 
ylainly and durably marked on the head the 

gures 4d. and 5d, as the case may be. No 
dealer in or retailer may alter or deface these 
marks or dilute the beer. Provisions are made 
empowering persons authorised by the Food 
Controller or a Food Committee to procure for 
analysis samples of beer on sale in any licensed 
premises. ) 

The Food Controller may modify the terms 
of or cancel existing contracts relating to beer 
of a gravity not exceeding an original gravity 
of 10.42°, if he considers that it cannot be re- 
tailed at the prices sanctioned by the Order. 

No one may by advertisement, placard, or 
circular, describe beer of a gravity less than 
10.56° as “Government ale” or “Government 
beer,” or use any other expression calculated to 
lead to the belief that such beer is brewed 
under the authority or directions of the Govern 
ment or any Government ty eam “i “Beer” 
includes ale, porter, spruce beer, black beer, 
and any other description of beer. “ Public 
bar,” in addition to the customary interpreta- 
tion of the term, also means any place where 
beer is sold for’ consumption off the premises. 
“Licensed premises” do not include registered 
clubs, canteens, theatres, music halls, passenger 
vessels, railway restaurant cars, or buffets at 
railway stations. 

In this Order the “ Food Committee ” means

AN OPTIMISTIC NOTE. 


One of the most interesting sentences in 
the report of the City Architect in regard to 
the rebuilding was that in which he expressed 
the opinion that progress in the immediate 
future would be atill more rapid. He is in a 
position to gauge the possibilities of the situa- 
tion, and his hopeful pronouncement 8 
stimulating and full of encouragemen. In 
regard to what has been already accomplished 
the City Architect’s phrase—''I think that 
the progress made during the nitie manths 
which have elapsed since the passing of the 
Reconstruction Act may be considered fairly 
satisfactory,’ is & just summary of the case. 
From an esthetic standpoint one can agree 
with him that a restoration of the G.P.O. is
